gressm an and Senators A re Told. 


Washington, .lime 24. — President 
Wilson, tor the second tim e since his 
inauguration, appeared 
before both 
houses of congress in joint 
sess-on 
aud addressed them in advocacy of 
legislation which he deemed of an im­ 
perative nature. 
The first occasion was last April at 
the opening of the s o c i a l session of 
congress, when the president shatter­ 
ed the preA'deut of more than a cen­ 
tury and appeared personally before 
congress, instead of sending a written 
message, to urge the im m ediate down­ 
ward revision of tile tariff. M onday’s 
event was uo lees im portant and none 
the leas interesting, the galleries of 
the house being crowded long helot e 
the entrance of Mr. Wilson. 
The purpose of the president was 
to urge the im m ediate enactm ent of 
the banking and currency bilfc pre­ 
pared by Representative Glass, chair­ 
man of the house banking and curren­ 
cy com m ittee; Senator Owen, head of 
the similar com m ittee of the senate, 
and S ecretsry of the treasury 
.Mc­ 
Adoo. 
This Mr. Wijrson did, em phati­ 
cally but tersely, the delivery of his 
address from the speaker's rostrum, 
where Speaker Clark presided with 
Vice President Marshall at his side, 
and the entire form al cerem ony las­ 
ing less than half an hour. 
The 
president declared th a t con­ 
gress, through the en actm en t of the 
pending tariff law, was about to set 
free the business men and industries 
of the nation and th at this work m ust 
be supplemented by providing an elas­ 
tic currency whir safeguards to pre­ 
vent tile concentration aud control of 
money in any one place. 
He asserted that this reform of the 
currency would be needed now more 
than ever, iu view of the new tariff 
conditions, aud that congress could 
not shirk the duty of providing 
once the meat s for business to take 
advantage of the opportunity present, 
ed to it in the De aux ratic revision of 
the tariff. He said further: 
* “ it is almolutely im perative that we 
should give the business men of this 
country a banking and currency Bys­ 
en! by m eans of which they can make 
use of the freedom of enterprise and 
of individual initiative which we are 
about to bestow upon them. We are 
about to set them free by removing 
the tram m els of the protective tariff. 
"It is perfectly clear that it is our 
duty to supply the new banking and 
currency 
system 
that 
the 
country 
newels, and that it will immediately 
need it more than ever. 
"W e must aet now, at whatever sac- 
riflce to ourselves. 
We must nave a currency readily 
and elastically responsive to sound 
credit, the expanding aud contra! ting 
and credits ot everyday transactions."

bill 
was not introduced In the house as ex 
petted. Representative Glass explain­ 
ed that until some details wert' chang 
ed he could not 
present 
It to the 
house. He expects to introduce the 
bill this week. 
The president’s address was deliver­ 
ed to the joint session of congress 
T he members of the senate, led by 
Vice President Marshall aud Hie Sec 
retary of the senate, Jam es M Baker, 
marched into the hail of the house 
The senators were seated on the Dem 
oeratlc side well to the Trout, while 
the vies president was received by the 
speaker aud escorted to a seat ou th* 
platform. 
Speaker Clark announced Represen 
tat Ives 
Underwood, 
Fitzgerald 
and 
Mann as m em bers of the com m ittee 
to

President Wilson to tht 
chamber. The vice president annotine 
ed Senators Kern, Reed and Gallmger 
as the senate members.

PRESIDENT SIGNS 


SUNDRY CIVIL BILL 


Would Like to Have Vetoed 


Lab jr Union Item. 


W ashington, .lime 24. — President 
Wilson signed the sundry civil appro­ 
priation bill, lint in doing so made 
public a protest against the section of 
the bill which prohibits the expendi­ 
ture of any part of a $3b0,000 depart 
ment of justice item contained in the 
measure in Hie prosecution of labor 
unions and farm ers’ organizations for 
Sherm an anti trust law violations. 
On March 4. when the sundry civil 
bill in the same form cam e to Presi­ 
dent Taft for his signature Mr. Taft 
declared the provision am ounted to 
"class legislation of the most vicious 
sort,” and vetoed it on the ground that 
he could not "be a party to writing 
such a provision into the laws of the 
republic." 
In the memorandum which accum 
at I pained bis signature President Wilson 
ke said 
"I have 
gned this iii ll because 
I can do so without in tact limiting 
the operation of the power of the de 
partm ent of justice lo violations of the 
law by whomsoever committed. 
"lf I could have separated from the 
rest of the bill that item which author­ 
ized the expenditures by the depart 
merit of justice of a special sum of 
$300,000 for the prosecution of viola 
Bons of the an titru st law. I would 
have vetoed that 
item, because 
places upon the expenditures a lim! 
tation whit it is, in my opinion, unjus 
tillable in character and principle But 
I could uot separate it."
